ago I became the partner of a young 
man who had gained considerable ma- 
chine experience, but who was. care- 
less.

Fortunately there were no bones 
broken, but he was laid up for some 
time with a badly bruised and sprain- 
ed hand. He learned his lesson at a 
cheap price, as he might have lost an 
arm.” 

It is much better to shut down for 
a few minutes than to take such risks. 


A WORLD OF CHANGE 


When the mother of Queen Victoria 
hurried home to England in the 
spring of 1819, so that the heir to the 
throne she was expecting might be 
born on British soil, she travelled by 
stage-coach and made about the same 
rate .of speed as~Julius Caesar had 
made in journeying from Rome to 
Gaul, nineteen centuries’ before. When 
the Princess Victoria was six years 
of age, George Stephenson ran_ his 
first train over the Stockton and 
Darlington railroad, and, on . favor- 
able parts of the line, attained the 
dizzy speed of fifteen miles per hour. 
A new age had dawned. : 


Queen Victoria, during -her long 
life, rode , frequeptly, on railrogds. 
This was necessary for long jour- 
neys. On ordinary occasions she lik- 
ed to bob about in a little wicker 
donkey cart. It is not recorded that 
she ever entered an automobile. ‘The 
motor vehicle was very much in the 
experimental stage in the last years 
her reign and was regarded ag a 
very dangerous affair. - ; 

Even in King: Edwards’ reign, the 
motor car was somewhat of a nov- 
elty, and when the King took his first 
ride in one and was slowly and care- 
fully driven about, the newspapers 
made a great deal of the incident, 
and printed the story with big head- 
lines. From the crude affair of the 
early days of the century, the motor 
car has developed into a mobile 
machine which can attain the speed 
of an express train. One sees motor 
cars in Vancouver running thirty-five 
to forty miles an hour every day, and 
even fifty miles is not unattainable 
with safety at times. , 

King Edward’s graandsons can ride 
in these swift-moving vehicles, and 
do. But for one of them, seemingly, 
they do not move fast enough. The 
Prince of Wales, it is reported, is us- 
ing an airplane to get about from 
place to place, and such has been the 
development of air travel. in recent 
years that the royal passenger is car- 
ried in perfect safety and in comfort.

SAFETY PRINCIPLES 


It was an opportune address that 
was dolivered tho other evening over 
the radio by. Mr, R. T. Stapells, Presi- 
dent of the Ontarlo Motor League. 
Speaking on behalf of the Ontario 
Ifighways Safety Committee, Mr. 
presented’. some startling 
facts regarding motor accidents that 
should impress themselves on the 
mind of every man who owns -and 
drives a car. Coming from the Presl- 
dent ‘of the Motor League, the facts 
and warnings set forth carry an added 
signifidance. His words to drivers are 
worthy of emphasis,” He said: May 
I make a special point of askfng you 
to remember that you, as a driver, 
have no right on the highway that is 
not possessed in equal measure by 
every other driver, whether in ‘the 
same or the opposite line of traffic. It 
is the people who try to take to them- 
selves—at the expense of others, of 
course—rights that they do not pos- 
sess who will be the cause of most of 
the accidents newspapers will report. 

There are twelve “dont’s” that the 
President of the Motor League stres- 
sed that every driver of an automo- 
bile should lay up in his memory and 
write on the tables of his heart. These 
are: 

1. Don’t assume that: kiddies will 
stay on the sigewalk. They must be 
your special care first, last and al- 
ways. 

2. Don’t ignore the pedestrian’s 
rights. He also pays taxes. 

3. Don’t sit like a bump on a log. 
Give signals and let the other fellow 
know what you are doing. 

4. Don’t be a swivel-neck driver. 
Keep your eye on the road. 

5. Don’t dawdle on the way. This 
is the twentieth century, not the Dark 
Ages. 

6. Don’t exceed the speed limit. 
Use ordinary every day horse sense. 

7. Don’t cut in—it may be smart 
but it is not safe. 

Don’t demand your right of way. 
Allow a margin of courtesy for safe- 
ty’s sake. 

9. Don’t use glare lights. It is 
against the HM vulgar and danger- 
ous. ° 

10. Don’t sexteat your brakes. You 
may save a life by stopping quickly. 

11. Don’t take a chance at railway 
crossings. Jt might be your last. 

12. Don’t drive with a drunken man 
at the wheel. Solomon. saw it com-

It is being continually. stated that 
the terrible death toll each week-end 
throughout the summer months must 
be reduced, but the only way that this 
can be done is to deal sternly with 
irresponible drivers, and to inculcate 
in all others such principles of safety 
as Mr. Stapells has outlined. His ad- 
dress over the radio should do a great 
deal of good. 


DIRT AND DISEASE 


There has always been an associa- 
tion between dirt and disease. In 
their earliest days, health departments 
were occupied in cleaning up the 
towns and cities because it was be- 
lieved that disease was bred in dirt. 


We have learned that there is a 
great difference in the various. kinds 
of dirt. The only dirt that is danger- 
ous is that which is contaminated by 
secretions of the human or animal 
body. The reason for this is that the 
body secretions carry away from the 
body the disease germs which are 
present in it. 

Tin cans are unsightly, but tin cans 
are not in themselves going to cause 
disease.- Potatoes or apples, in -rot- 
ting, give off an offensive smell, but 
bad smells do not cause any disease. 

The clean person, the one who cov: 
ers his cough and sneezes with a hand- 
kerchief, who keeps flies out of his 
home, who Washes his hands before 
he eats, is not going to live in a dirty, 
untidy place. The clean person gets 
rid of dangerous dirt when he gets 
rid of all dirt. That is why, generally 
speaking, health and cleanliness go 
hand in hand.

mg igh Prices Are 


Often Imaginary 


(By Betty Barclay) 

The average woman falls to appre- 
ciate the fact that many foods looked 
upon at certain seasons as expensive 
are really reasonable in price and 
sometimes actually cheap. 

Price is only relative, and we should 
remomber this when we are market- 
ing. If we don’t we are likely to fly 
off on a tangent and come home with- 
out some of the things we need, bring: 


: ing in their places certain foods that 


we are at present eating too freely. 

Let us take oranges and the present 
time to prove our point. This fruit 
is selling today as rather high: Prob- 
ably here and there a woman {s buy- 
ing in smaller quantities or not at 
all, waiting for the price to come down 
to last year's’ level. Is she acting 
wisely or even intelligently when she 
takes this stand? 

Five cents for an orange may appear 
high for the woman who purchased 
oranges last year for thirty or forty 
cents a dozen. But how about figur- 
ing upon the size before deciding that 
‘the price is too high. We do not hesi- 
tate to pay five cents for a very small 


‘{ portion of butter, beefsteak or walnut 


meat—and we are so accustomed to 
paying from sixty to a dollar a pound 
for such foods that we hardly think of 
the price. Place an orange beside 
five cents’ worth of porterhouse 
steak, or five cents’ worth of many of 
our other staples, and we will see that. 
even at sixty cents a dozen oranges 
are not particularly high. 

Or figure this so-called high price 
of ours by the pound. Oranges sell- 
ing at sixty cents a dozen, probably 
averaging about three to the pound 
—bringing our price per pound down 
to. fifteen cents. 

This is interesting, isn’t it? * Here 
we have paid sixty cents’ for butter 
when it is not particularly plentiful, 
every year since we first started to 
/market—and we rarely complained. 
We pay forty, fifty, ‘sixty or even 
seventy sents a pound for meat—and 
still we keep comparatively quiet. But 
when we are paying fifteen cents a 
pound for oranges we begin to shout 
“expensive.” 

Price is merely relative. Instead of 
paying a high price for oranges today 
we are really paying a price that is 
a little higher than a very cheap 
price paid when the crop was much 


heavier and the demand not so ‘great. 


No! There 1s no argument by bring- 
ing upthe fact that sixty cent meat, is 
natural” because. it comes™ “from: the 
middle west and it takes_a steer a 
long time to go from-calfdom to beef- 
dom. Your breakfast orange probably 
comes from. California, from a tree

realizing - that cliniate, crop, rainfall, 
packing, selection, of quality” fruit, 
and a dozen and: one other things en- 
ter into the high price that may.pre- 
vail at a certain time. ; 

To a great extent we should forget 
price and think more of health. The 
minute we do this.,we will be able to 
save enough on foods that we are now 
eating too heavily, to purchase all 
we need of the foods that we should 
eat more than we do now. 

Most of us eat too heavily of carbon- 
hyydrate and protein foods that have 
an acid reaction in the stomach, and 
not heavily enough of _fresh fruit 
and green  vegetables—particularly 
the leaf vegetable: See to it therefore 
that expensive carbohydrates and pro- 
teins are purchased in less quantity 
—and with the money saved you can 
purchase more liberally of the desir. 
able balancihg foods, even though 
they may be selling at a little higher 
figure than they were a month or a 
year ago. 

See to it that you eat heavily of 


green vegetables and fresh fruits of 


all kinds Drink milk if you like it. 
Drink lemonade when thirsty and 
help to reduce the acidity of your 
body—for strange as it may seem, 
lemons like oranges have a decided 
alkaline effect when taken into the 


system. Drink plenty of pure cold 
water. Hat salads, fruit cups, light 
deserts. Sleep. Exercise. 


Do these things and you ‘need not 


worry about the high price of some} 


special fruit or vegetable. You will 
save enough on other things to con- 
tinue your use of the food that im- 
proves your health. If you don’t you'll 
surely save more than ‘enough by the 
elimination of doctor’s bills. 

Food is expensive wheh you do not 
get enough of it or when you eat it 
too heavily. “Don’t worry overmuch 
about the price you pay: One food, 
low in price, may be very expensive 


if it causes internal. trouble. Expen- 
sive oranges. are chy D: it they. count- 
eract~ the: acidity): He body ~ and:

U.S. FORECAST IS OF . 
LARGER GRAIN CROP 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 10.—A 
marked improvement in crop pros- 
pects during the month of July, par- 
ticularly in the great plains area ex- 
tending from Texas and Central Col- 
orado to Montana, was noted yester- 
day by the crop recording board of 
the Department of Agriculture, which 
forecast yields per acre about four per 
cent above the average of recent 
years. - 

Nearly all the grains and especially 
wheat and corn shared in the general 
advance due to excellent heat in most 
sections. "The corn forecast of 3,030,- 
000,000 bushels, based , on..conditions 
August 1, is an increase of 11 per cent 
in the department’s predictions of 2,- 
736,000,000 -bushels on July 1. 

The wheat. crop .“has- demonstrated 
a yemargable ability to overcome: a 


poor ‘start and produce a large crop,” 


the ,report said, estimating the. cum- 
bined production of winter and spring 
wheat at 891,000,000 bushels compared 
with the July 1 estimate of 800,000,000 
and last year’s harvest of 873,000,000.

MILK RECORDING 


It is recognized that the keeping of 
milk records on the dairy farm is the 
only way to discover the unprofitable 
cows in the herd. 

Further, it is considered good bust- 
ness to weigh the milk of each cow in 
the herd perfodically and test for but- 
ter fat; No manufacturer would-use 
an unprofitable machine, so why 
should a dairy man keep an unprofit- 
able cow? 

Milk recording is being adopted in 
every country where dairying is prom- 
inent: This was one of the live sub- 
jects at the recent World’s Dairy Con- 
gress, held in London, England, and 
delegates from a d6zen countries testi- 
fied to its value-in-increasing the milk 
flow of the herd, 

At the Congress, Prof. Harold Jack- 
son (chairman of the Central Council 
of Milk Recording Societies, England) 
read a paper on this subject, from 
which we take the following excerpts: 

“The scheme in England and-Wales 


-lis carried on by 49 Societies under 


the rules and auspices of the Ministry 
of Agrictiture._ 
ly controls a county area, and has its 
own .elected management committee, 
who appoint the recorders and organ- 
ize the work. Each member weighs 
daily or once a-week. A recorder 
visits each member not less frequent-

the average yield for Bngland and 
Wales now being about 7,100 lbs, per 
cow. 

Milk recording started here, offictal- 


ly, in 1914, with sixteen socletios—264' fel 


members and 7,330 cows, It is now 
represented by 49 societies, 6,174 
members and 165,000 cows. The 
Ministry of Agriculture also publishes 
an annual register of dairy cattle, 
which gives details of the milk ylelds 
of 7,500 of some of the best dairy 
cattle in this country. 


In 1920, the various societies de-| 


cided to-form a Central-Counceil, each 
society electing one or two delegates. 
The Council meets four or five times 
a year and assists in _synochronizing 
the work of the societies, 

It is also organizing an important 
dairy herd competition for England 
and Wales each year, in which about 
half the total marks are awarded for 
quality and quantity of milk. The 
winning herd in 1927 gave an,average 
yield of 10,689 lbs. per cow. A chal- 
lenge trophy is also offered each year, 
which endeavors to select the most 
prolific dairy cow in the country. It 
is awarded to the cow giving the high- 
est average yield in three successive 
years; she must not be more than 8 
years old at the end of the test, and 
have produced one caff each year; the 
winner of the trophy in 1927 having 
given an average yield of 22,160 Ibs. 
for_each of the three years.” 

He further states, “the milk record- 


ing movement includes the most ad- 


vanced and up-to-date milk producers 


in every country—men who are ready 


and willing to embrace and act upon 
all that science can discover; who are 
now making a great endeavor to sup- 
ply the best and purest milk and to 
eradicate the possibility of disease,
